of  the  United  States  Department  of  Ag-i-'iculture .     'fhe  year  1939  uarhed  the 
one-hundrL;dth  anniversary'  of  the  collection  of  rtatistics  of  aGi'iculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  ^eneral  prograra  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  LivestocL-  r^epoi'tinr  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  deraands  for  suinniar],^  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  inforriation  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  cor.mejr'cial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and   g;overn:oiental    agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  mal:e  available 
data  for  eccch  county  over  an  extended  period  of  ti.ie.     So  urgent  if:  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  sach  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.

Soils

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Topograpliy 

The  surface  of  Palo  Alto  Country  is,  for  the  r.iost  jart ,  C-.ently  undulating  to 
rollir.G'     It  consists  of  a  broad  drift  covered  olain  whose  surface  has  been  only 
slightly  i-iodified  through  erosion.     In  the  four  northeastern  toxmships,  and  in  the 
southeastern  toxmships  lying  to  the  east  of  the  "Jest  Der-  Iloines  lliver,  there  are 
low  hills  rising  from  the  broad  flat  plains.     'Test  of  the  river,  the  surface  be- 
coraes  more  rolli:r   and  in  the  extreiiie  xjestern  part  of  the  county  the  surface  is 
raoro  or  less  irregulai'  and  is  made  up  of  a  succession  of  hills  and  degressions.  In 
the  northvjestern  part  of  the  county,  along  the  Smriet  County  line,  the  topoj- laphj/- 
becomes  rough  and  brohen  and  nanj^  of  the  hills  rise  to  50  or  100  feet.     Here,  too, 
the  slopes  are  steeper  and  the  hills  more  sharply  defined  than  in  the  remainder  of 
the  morainic  area.      toufh  areas  are  found  in  the  southeastern  sections  of  lligliland 
Toxjiiship,  the  northeastern  sections  of  Silver  Lake  Township,  and  in  the  southwestem. 
sections  of  Valnut  Township.    I'arrow  strips  of  rough  brohen  land  extend  on  both 
sides  of  the  ".'est  Fork  of  the  Des  Iloines  River  and  Jack  Greek  in  the  vicinity  of 
G-reattinger.     The  first  and  second  bottoms  are  developed  along  the  larger  drain- 
ageways  and  peat  areas  are  found  in  the  beds  of  more  or  less  extinct  lakes.  The 
drainage  of  the  county  is  carried  mostly  by  the  ■Jest  Fork  of  the  Des  'loines  'aver 
xvhich  flows  southeasterly  ^icross  the  countj''.     x-i  small  area  in  the  northwest  corner 
is  drained  b"''  the  Little  Sioux  Aiveia  3/ 


Olimate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  jocris  (1930-1939  inclusive)  was  43.  S  degrees.  9/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  4-3  years  (1337-1930)  v/as  23.14  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing season  averaged  143  days  between  the  k.illing  frost  dates  of  Hay  7  and  October  Z, 
recorded  over  a  period  of  3S  -years  (1394-1930).  10/ 


Population 

The  population  grovrfch  was  extremely  slow  until  the  advent  of  the  railroad  in 
l'^73.     Since  1900,  the  population  has  re.iained  veL;.tively  conatant.     The  county  has

Fruit 

The  best  year  for  apples  wras  in  1909  r/hen  35,o'~'3  trees  and  32,561  bushels 
were  reported.     In  1394,  the  record  yeaa"  for  pluas,  10,9  50  ^rees  and  1,503  bushels 
uere  listed.     The  gi'eatest  number  of  grape  vines,  9,239,  was  reported  in  1394, 
but  the  greatest  production,  5,630  pounds,  v;as  listed  in  1934.     Cherries  and 
peaches  have  never  been  of  any  consequence.  17/

In  1934  and  1^'^36,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  hushed  uere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  uas 
felt  that  far-iers  in  those  years  v/ould  select  their  best  acreages  for  husMng 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  ^est,  v/hich  would  have  a  different  and  lo\7er  yaeld.  This 
separate  yield  estination  tras  then  raultialied  b""  the  acreage  not  hurT.;ed  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  hushed. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  to\rnshJ-ps.     The  township  ;;^ields 
for  these  two  3^ears,  then,  ..ire  soiiewiiat  high  since  t'ley  are  based  only'  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  hus.ked.     The  t^tal  corn  ....creai' e  is  shov.'n  by 
township  T/'atli  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  niultipi-f  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to 
get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  hi^h  figure.     The  county  sijnaary 
table  figures  for  corn  -pield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  " 
-yields  on  that  acreage  not  hus].;ed  and  these  yields  may  le{_:it inatelj/  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shoxm  there  to  arrive  at  total    iioductions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  ;^ears  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shoTE  in  the  tables  since  corn  3meld  has  been  as- 
sumed to  be  equal  in  i^ll  ut iQ.irLations .     TTlc  county  yield  and  township  yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  i:    all  years  except  1954  and  1936.
